Man Stabbed On 
Southern Train 


A man believed to be J. R. Ged- 
ding, of Knoxville, Tenn., was tak­ 
en from a Southern railway passenger 
train here early today and placed in 
the Benevolent 
hospital, 
suffering 
from a knife wound in his breast. 
Hospital reports were that the pa­ 
tient was “just alive" today. 
Gedding was wounded, if was sta­ 
ted, on the train while enroute from 
Sheffield here about midnight Ged­ 
ding appeared to be a man about 55 
years of age, it was said, was well 
dressed. 
N. A. Yarbrough was a passenger 
on the train, sitting in the coach ahead 
of the one 
in which Geddings was, 
traveling. 


“Somewhere this side of Sheffield," 
he said, “A mar» came into our coach 
and informed 
the conductor that a 
man had been stabbed in the next 
coach. 
A number of passengers ac­ 
companied the conductor when

A pearl handle knife was supposed 
to have been the instrument used." 
“The man talked with several peo­ 
ple.

The knife is said to have entered 
Gedding’* breast near the heart, and 
the unfortunate man suffered consid­ 
erably from loss of blood, being very 
weak when he reached the hospital.
